Yugoslavia would defend the prin- 
ciples of Marxism-Leninism "even 
against the creators of these prin-

Tanjug reported the statements 
were made Wednesday in a speech 
to army and political leaders in 
Skoplje, Macedonia. Tito repeated

Marxist communism for

Friendship, then launched into his 
toughest talk to date against his 
cominform 
neighbors. 


"You are on a sector of defense 


of our country," he told the Mace- 
donian leaders, "which is of great 
importance and on which provoca- 
tions took place, where they 
are 


still occurring today and will prob- 
ably take place in the future. 


"You are in a state of alert in 


order to safeguard the 
peaceful

country. . 


"There are cases already where 
they (Yugoslav soldiers) had

confront the enemy face to face. 
Blood has already been shed here 
in defense of our socialist

land." 


Tito said the Cominform 
coun 
tries wanted to crush Yugoslavia 
but so far had failed. He declared 
that the majority of the peoples of 
the eastern countries dided 
with 
Yugoslavia despite the opposition 
of their Cominform 
governments. 


Declaring Yugoslavia would re- 


main vigilant, 
Tito 
warned

eastern countries: "We shall not 
allow them to hamper

yoke" of Moscow-directed com- 
munism. 


The report, made public to.day, 
is two inches thick and more "than 
1,000 
pages long. 


Acheson said the communist re- 
gime serves the interests "of So- 
viet Russia." He advised the pres- 
ident it many "lend itself to the 
aims of Soviet Russian imperial- 
ism" to start an agression against 
China's neighbor nations. 


If that aggression comes, Ache- 
son indicated the 
United 
States 


would try to block it through the 
Jnited Nations. 


While not all China is presently 


under the Red 
banner, 
Acheson 


said in another document of the 
iVhite paper, the communists can 
;ake over the rest any time they 
want and nationalist armies wil 
be powerless to resist. He

Comptroller General Lindsay War- 
ren disclosed today what he termed 
"shocking" evidence of "fraud, col- 
lusion and—or bribery" on the part 
of former army officers in the 
award of wartime government con- 
tracts. 


Warren reported to congress that 


the general accounting office, • in 
addition, has found $6,280,000 
in 
improper payments "induced 
by 


fraud" in connection with the set- 


tlement of government contracts 
He said these represented only 


a "sampling" and that he hesi- 
tated to guess the "entire extent ol 
fraud anci overpayments." 


Warren said that his investiga- 


tions of contracts awarded to New 
York firms for preparation of gov- 
ernment 
technical manuals dis- 


closed "beyond reasonable doubt" 
that contract awards in the first 
instance were based on "fraud, col- 
lusion and—or bribery on the part 
of • certain government 
personnel 


(military and civilian) and others." 
And he cited these instances: 


1. An army officer "divulged to 


one of the bidders" 
the 
prices 
quoted by other firms on prepara- 
tion of the manuals. The bidder re- 
ceived a $40,375 contract — later 
canceled—and as an "aftermath" 
the officer became employed bv 
the company and was paid $7,GOO 
for "services." 


2. Two former 
army 
officers, 
while on active 
duty, 
"received 
shares of corporate stock valued at 
$2,000 in return for purported 'part 
time services' to a firm which 
shortly thereafter received govern- 
ment contracts at prices totaling 
in excess of $100,000." 


3. "Numerous instances" were 
reported involving acceptance by 
goyernment employes 
of 
"inter- 
tainment, lunches, dinners, liquors, 
etc., from contractors who, in re- 
turn, seem to have been favored 
with government contracts and lib- 
eral termination settlements." 
4. Other cases of a "feathering 


of nests" by officers and employes 
of the government who subsequent- 
ly were given jobs by the contrac- 
tors."
